Shaking Stops 


In Chili Cities 


Santiago do Chile. Aug. 21.— Chile 


is endeavoring to rocuver from the 
heavy blow of the earthquake Aug. 10 
The shocks -have ceased and the fires 
that followed are conquered. 


The 
first estimate-, of casualties 


and material damage wore greatly ex- 
aggerated. The people of Valparaiso 
me becoming calmer. Fear of further 
shocks was removed by a statement 
issued fcom the observatory, and it 
became possible for the first time to 
organize relief work and begin a sys- 
tematic search among tho ruins for 
the dead. 


It is impossible to reach any cor- 


rect estimate of the dead and injured. 
Reports are most conflicting. Tho 
number of dead in Valparaiso doubt- 
less will run into tho hundreds, and 
for the entire countiy probably into 
the thousands. The property damage 
is estimated at fiom $200,000.000 to 
$".00.000,000. 


Relief is being organized with sys- 


tem and the govcinmeiit has taken 
complete control of the situation. The 
foreign legations aie active in relief 
measures, as aie pi hate persons, and 
the greatest energy is being devoted 
to getting in supplier tor the destitute. 
The government has authorized the 
provincial governors to spend 
all 


money necessary for the relief of tho 
needy in their districts.

Crusoe's Famed 


Island Is Gone 


New York, Auc. 21.—It is reported 


that the South American earthquake 
dehtiojod the island of .Tu.m Fernan- 
dez, off the Chilean coast 
It Iwionged 


to Chile, and a penal settlement and 
a fort were located there. This is the 
island made famous by Daniel Defoe 
as the soe:!e of the adventures of Rob- 
inson Crueaoe. 


Washington, Aug. 21.—Peace is in 


sight now 
on 
the Texas side of 


the Rio Grande since orders were 
issued by the military secretary. Ma- 
jor Gen oral F. C. Ainsworth, for the 
transfer of colored troops from Fort 
Brown, Tex., where there has been 
ceriouo trouble between citizens and 
soldiers, to Fort RInggold, Tex., about 
100 miles above Fort Brown, also on 
the Rio Grande. One company of the 
Twenty-sixth infantry, made up of 
white men, was ordered to Fort Brown 
to take the place of colored troops. 


This shifting about- of troops - was 


made subsequent to the report by Ma- 
jor C. W. Penrose on the situation at 
Fort Brown, and after an appeal by 
Senator Culberson to the president. 


Major Penrose says a Mr. Evans 


and Dr. Combe, mayor of Brownsville, 
called on him. Evans said his wife 
was seized while entering her home 
by a negro, supposed to be a soldier, 
as he wore a khaki uniform. Mrs. 
Evans was, unable to identify the 
man, but both she and her husband 
complained that the soldiers gathered 
near their home and annoyed them. 
That evening Major Penrose made un 
attempt to get all the soldiers Into the 
reservation early. 
All but two men 


who were out on passes were gath- 
ered into the post, but shortly after 
midnight the engagement which re- 
sulted so disastrously took place, and 
the whole garrison was awakened by 
a fusillade. 
As soon as the shooting 


ceased and it seemed safe to make 
an investigation, all but two soldiers 
answered the rollcall and the rifles 
were all in place and showed no 
marks which indicated that they had 
been 
tired. 
Cartridges 
and shells 


made at ^ov^iiuucnL arsenals were 
found near where the shooting took 
place, and Major Penrose expresses 
the opinion that eight or nine soldiers 
who had keys to the gun racks got 
their weapons, slipped out of the post 
and engaged in the battle with citi- 
zens and managed to clean their guns, 
replace them in the racks and regain 
their places in the barracks during 
the excitement which prevailed. 


Of the attitude of the citizens at 


Brownsville toward 
negro 
soldiers 


Major Pe.nro.se says: "That the enlist- 
ed men have been subjected to Indig- 
nities since their arrival here there 
can be no doubt, and this caused a 
good deal of feeling among them. The 
one case to which I attribute this out- 
break I will make the subject of an 
official report as soon as John W. 
Vann, the collector of customs, 10- 
turns to the city." 


Major Penrose then outlines briefly 


the case in question. Two negro pri- 
vates. Newton and Lipscumb, were 
passing along a walk, Aug. 5. where 
some women were standing engaged 
in conversation with a man named 
Tate, an employe of the customs of- 
fice. The negro privates walked sin- 
gle file between the women and a 
fence. 
Tate knocked Newton down 


with the butt of a revolver and is re- 
ported to have- said. 'I'll learn you to 
get off the sidewalk when there is a 
party of women on the walk.' When 
Newton rose Tate is said to have cov- 
ered him with the revolver, command- 
ing, 'Damn jou. leave or 1 will blow 
your brains out.' This account of the 
affair is corroborated by Lipscumb." 
Major Penrose sought an official in- 
vestigation of the affair, but, a«. -the 
collector of customs. MtrYlimi, is out 
of the city it has be^s impossible to 
have the affair looked into. 


The discussion anent the moving of 


the city hall to a point above the rail- 
road was an all-interesting topic at - 
council chamber Monday night when 
the city council held a special session' 
for that one purpose. It was well 
attended by a sprinkling ot citizens 
both for and against the proposition. 
The councilmen were all present but 
no action was taken eithei way. It 
was merely a talk fest. * 


The gentlemen speaking for the 


proposition were Dr. Hutton.'Dr. Mc- 
clain and Will 
Manner. • They ad- 


vanced as reasons that the city hall 
should be centrally located and that 
property should bqjpurchased • white - 
still at a reasonablspigxire. 
It was 


argued that there was no necessity' 
for disposing of the 
city's prese'nt' 


holdings before a new site Is pur- 
chased.

Those speaking against the proposi- 


tion were A. N. Compton and J. .1. 
Rose, the latter declaring he had no 
regret at the loss of seeing drunks 
etc., hauled to the city'hall opposite 
ills place of business and, placing bis 
objection on the ground 'of avoiding 
Increased taxation. 
Facetiously h« 


suggested that in the future tire city 
hall "be placed on wheels and hauled 
around wherever people wanted -1( lo^, 
cated."

Clarence Clemens said he found non- 


objection to a change in the location 
but did not want the city to try^to" 
convert an old dwelling into a 'cfty- 
hall. 
If the city needs a new build- 


ing it should be- a modern 'one ftrtljr" 
adequate in plan and appearance for 
a city of the importance of Coshocton.
